FREE SHAKESPEARE COST TOO MUCH

Its wings clipped but its spirit and quality still soaring, the New York Summer 
Shakespeare Festival took a permanent stand in Central Park last week, offering “The 
Two Gentlemen of Verona” as its season’s second offering. 


The “permanent” stand, through Sept. 4, is being taken on the truck-based portable 
stage that took the Festival’s acclaimed “Romeo and Juliet” through the five boroughs 
earlier this month. But a truly permanent stand—a year-round Shakespeare theatre in 
the park—is now the announced objective of the moving spirits behind the admission- 
free open-air festival. 


Mr. Papp, who started his free Shakespeare productions four years ago in a Green- 
wich Village church, really brought them into the open on a large scale this summer 
with $30,000 gathered from well-wishers and foundations and with the blessing of the 
Park Department and the city. The season opened last June 17 to the loudest critical 
applause drawn by any summer Shakespeare to date. 


Thirteen performances drew close to 20,000 men, women and children of all ages 
not only to Central Park, where performances are given in the Belvedere Tower area 
at 80th St. and the West Drive; but also to the Bronx campus of Hunter College, Brook- 
lyn’s War Memorial Park, Queens’ King Park and Staten Island’s Clove Lakes Park. 


The response was overwhelming. In Staten Island, for example, the Park Depart- 
ment had asked the performers not to be discouraged—two or three hundred would be 
a good audience. Two thousand showed up. In Queens the seats were filled by 6:30 p.m. 
for the 8:30 performance. And everywhere, among the most appreciative, were the very 
old and very young, non-theatre-goers who would normally never leave their borough 
to seek entertainment. 


But the hectically scheduled tour proved too much of a technical and economic strain. 
It took eighteen hours to set up the stage because of a lack of trained technicians; trans- 
portation took a toll in time, energy and minor damage; there was confusion about the 
schedule and no money for publicizing it. And so the Festival will settle down in Central 
Park for the three-week run of “Two Gentlemen,” through Aug. 9, and for the next 
production, “Macbeth,” set for Aug. 15 through Sept. 4. 


In a way, the producer concedes, the end of the tour is a loss, particularly of that 
“non-theatre” audience he is constantly striving to reach. On the other hand, Central 
Park is central and the schedule is easier. 
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Now the major problem is financial. Joseph Papp had known that $30,000 would 
not quite see him through the summer. “The production normally would cost $100,000,” 
he noted, but Civil Defense has contributed the generator; companies contributed lighting 
equipment; colleagues of Mr. Papp from CBS, where he is a stage manager, do the sound 
for free, and the Equity actors are going along at $40 a week while the others are 
settling for $10 and $20—and some for nothing. 


Charging admission would violate Mr. Papp’s principles, as well as Park Department 
rules. He would like some system of passing the hat, but that too is verboten by the 
Park Department. (Some ironies could surely be drawn from the critics’ and public’s 
rating of the high-admission-charge productions in the Wollman Memorial Theatre Un- 
der the Stars as compared with their response to the Shakespeare Festival.) 


That the public is willing to contribute is evidenced by the letters Mr. Papp receives, 
containing contributions of a dollar or two, most of them noting, as did one woman, that 
the amount “is small compared to the amount of enjoyment you gave me but it is all I 
can afford at this time.” 


But what he badly needs, Mr. Papp said, is $6,500 to get through the summer. “If 
worse comes to worse I’ll borrow it somewhere—I’m determined to finish the season.” 


And what he wants, with a longer range viewpoint, the thirty-six-year-old entre- 
preneur said, is a permanent theatre in the park. The Park department, he said, has 
been considering construction of a marionette theatre and workshop. He envisions broad- 
ening the project so that it will serve as a children’s theatre by day, a Shakespeare 
theatre by night. 


“T’ve suggested it as a joint project with the Park Department,” Mr. Papp said. “But 
I’d be willing to start the campaign without them. I guess roughly it would cost about 
$750,000. We could do it on the basis of the city matching whatever we raise. The polit- 
ical implications aren’t too clear to me, but I’m investigating. Why shouldn’t the city 
have a regular Shakespeare company and a theatre?” 


In the meantime, “Two Gentlemen of Verona” will be on hand for the viewing, 
running an hour and forty-five minutes without intermissions—and all free.
